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FOREWORD 

Through  the  ready  cooperation  of  labor  union  officials  with 
the  offices  of  the  employment  service,  this  compilation  of  craft 
and  industrial  union  locals  and  officers  has  been  made  possible. 
As  is  always  the  case  with  a  directory  of  persons,  titles  and  ad- 
dresses, the  listing  is  subject  to  early  and  frequent  changes.  No 
guaranty  can  be  given  as  to  the  accuracy  or  completeness  of 
the  production. 

Distribution  of  this  directory  pamphlet  is  primarily  to  the  em- 
ployment service  offices  and  to  the  key  officials  of  the  local 
unions  listed,  secondarily  to  state  departments,  and  to  colleges, 
libraries,  and  reference  institutions  in  and  out  of  the  state,  and 
finally  on  request  to  any  person  who  wishes  a  copy  within  the 
limits  of  available  supply. 

There  is  much  in  common  between  the  labor  union  member- 
ship in  the  state  and  this  commission.  The  labor  unions  repre- 
sent a  substantial  segment  of  Montana  wage-earners.  The  com- 
mission, through  its  divisions  of  employment  service  and  of  un- 
employment insurance,  occupies  a  strategic  position  in  the  labor 
market  for  which  those  wage-earners  are  the  indispensable 
supply. 

A  basic  objective  of  all  labor  unions,  and  of  the  commission 
as  the  labor  market  stabilization  representative  of  state  and  fed- 
eral governments,  is  full  and  regular  employment  for  all  persons 
who  desire  such  employment.  All  society  is  concerned  with  that 
same  objective.  Continuity  of  suitable  employment  is  a  char- 
acteristic of  the  American  way  of  life.  In  promoting  efforts  in 
Montana  to  attain  such  a  desirable  end  the  labor  unions,  this 
commission,  and  the  forward  looking  forces  of  today's  civilization 
are  working  shoulder  to  shoulder. 

Employment  service  and  unemployment  insurance  facilities 
are  dedicated  to  all  elements  of  the  public  —  union  members, 
non-union  workers,  employers,  and  individuals  —  on  a  basis  of 
equality  and  unselfishness,  as  provided  in  the  laws  under  which 
the  commission  operates.
